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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Unity: 


Through the cooperation of the State Department 
of Education and the School Board of Unity, a forward- 
looking step in educational progress has been taken in 
town. The Center Schoolhouse has been remodelled in- 
to a two-room building. This will solve the urgent educa- 
tional problems of twoschools, the Center and the Marshall 
Schools. The two-teacher school will get an added return 
from the state which will soon pay for the expense of re- 
modeling the schoolhouse. This will enable the town to 
get trained teachers for the school. It was pleasing to 
the State Department and to myself to find a house where 
the teachers could live by themselves. Such a house is 
known as a ““Teacherage’’ in other parts of the country. 
I am sure the results of the new arrangement will soon 
justify the efforts. It is a pleasure on visiting the school 
to see all the pupils happy and pleasantly engaged in 
purposeful work. 


East Unity has been unusually fortunate in its last 
twoteachers. Miss Faucher did a splendid piece of work 
in organizing the school last year. Her work was an | 
asset both in the schoolhouse and the school grounds. 
She seemed to sense the value of proper direction of the 
recreational time on the playground. Few teachers in 
the school Union have sensed the importance of this kind 
of work as did Miss Faucher. 


Miss Brown comes from the Keene Normal School 
well recommended for the work. She has fitted into the 
community well. I feel that the children have made a 
good start in their educational careers through the ability 
of these two teachers. If it is possible to retain teachers 
of like ability through the periodof eight years, the gradu- 
ates of the school will have a very thorough fit in the es- 
sentials taught in the first eight grades. This school is 
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a large one for one teacher with all its grades. We must 
seek to keep well trained teachers for it. 


The two communities at Quaker City at the County 
School present a problem which seems best solved by run- 
ning both schools, although they are small. The size of 
these schools enables the teachers to give a great deal of 
individual attention. With small children in schools, itis - 
not always advisable to consolidate schools. The trans- 
portation charges involved in consolidation when in either 
case it means a one room school, will usually about equal 
running two schools. 


The new heating apparatus installed at East Unity 
during the past summer, makes it possible to keep the 
room at an even temperature of 70 degrees in the cold- 
est weather. Another valuable feature of the system is 
that it affords plenty of fresh air, properly heated and hu- 
midified. This school now has a very modern appearance 
and equipment. 


No schools can maintain a good standard of scholar- 
ship with constantly changing teachers within the school 
year. It has been my aim to employ capable teachers 
who seemed likely to remain for a full school year. Iam 
hoping this year will see no change of any teacher in “any 
school during the school year. 


| Let us plan to have our final closing day enter- 

tainment at the center with all the schools participating. 
I am hoping to have a person of importance address us on 
this day this year in addition to the Children’s Enter- 


a _ tainment. Weshall hope for a good attendance of citizens 


at this annual event the last day of school on June Fourth.
